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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Though there is a wide variety existing in the content area of “Social 
Studies” in different States, in a majority of them the syllabus prescribed at 
the Higher Secondary School level is an amulgum of History, Civics and 
Geography. It was therefore thought desirable in the first instance, to 
construct test items on more common topics in these areas. Geography is 
being treated as a seperate elective subject in this volume and rherefore the test 
items in this pool аге in the field of History (Indian) and Civics (including 
administration). 


These test items are constructed by selected experienced secondary 
school-teachers from various States of our country, who participated in the 
State Level Evaluation Workshops organised by the Directorate of Extension 
Programmes for Secondary Education from time totime. Тһе emphasis in 
constructing them has been on specific objectives detailed out in terms of 
pupil behaviours. Each item is supposed to bring out in play more predo- 
minently the behaviour mentioned above it though there may be other be- 
haviours involved also. The judgement with regard to these behaviours 
(learning outcomes) being assessed by a particular item is purely emperical 
as there is no scientific evidence to support the contention. The criterion 
used is the opinion of the experts. Therefore there is a possibility of difference 
of opinion, and the authors recognize a room for that. 


Most of these items, after proper screening, were tried out in various 
schools on a population of about 1000 students. Тһе results ав expected have 
amply demonstrated the need of improvement in teaching inschools and have 
also pointed out the direction in which steps should be taken. 


. _ The present pool is based on two objectives only namely (1) Knowledge 
& (II) Application (including critical tbinking). It is hoped that the practicing 
teachers will profitably use these evaluation tools in their class-room testing 
and on the basis of the feedback of results to the class provide better learning 
experiences to the students,
